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SEAT SHORTAGE 
IN SCHOOLS I.AID 
| TO ‘BLIND’ BOARD 


Danger Signals Since 
1914 Ignored. 


BY OSCAR HEWITT. 

The present condition of an esti- 
mated 40,000 public school pupils, in 
make-shift accommodations, did not 
suddenly happen. It actually casttits 
gloomy shadow before it into the faces 
of the school trustees. 

The denial to the children of the 
city’s fullest opportunity for education 
can best be illustrated by a contrast 
of present conditions wih those imme- 
diately preceding the advent of the 
pregent city administration. In 1914, 
16,730 pupils had makeshift accommo- 
dations. Now the estimate is 40,600. 


Comparison of Conditions. 
Going back to the end of school in 
June+1921, more than a year ago, and 
this comparison with pre-Thompson 
days is available: 


The lack of accommodations is a 
trifle -worse than these figures, in com- 
parison, indicate. When there are two 
children and only one seat, and they 
are placed in half day sessions, each 
child has the use of the seat for half 
a day. 

So the actual lack of accommoda- 
tions in 1914 was 13,938, while in 1921 
the number was 29,964, an increase in 
deficiency of seats of 107 per cent. Now 
the deficiency, on the estimated figures, 
is probably in the neighborhood of 386,- 
000 seats, unless a large number of 
portable buildings have been aban- 
doned. This ieean increase of 157 per 
cent over 1914. 


Board Knew of Peril. 


Of course, the board knew this was 
coming. The increase in schoo] at- 
tendance this year.cannot be reason- 
ably pleaded as a sudden cause of the 
lack of full accommodations in perma- 
nent buildings. 

In the school year beginning in Sep- 
tember, 1919, the board ordered 120 
portable schools erected at a cost of 


142 portable structures at a cost of 
$262,800. This is a total of $445,500 
for portable buildings in two school 
years.

11,800 pupils, the board finished the

Ignore Danger Signals. 

These large increases in the number 
of portable rooms should have been a 
red danger signal to the trystees. Back 
in 1914 the portables in the entire sys- 
tern numbered 195. Today the number 
is in the neighborhood of 700, probably 
more than less. 

Again, there was another warning 
sign, from 1919 forward, in number of 
pupils in half day sessions. At the 
close of the 1919 school year 1,143 were 
attending school on the so-called 
“ double school relay session ” or “ stag- 
gering hour” basia. Last June the 
number was 13,921, and now it is per- 
haps more. 

If anything more were needed, the 
trustees had the monthly and annual 
reports of the educational department, 
graphically showing in brief tabulated 
form the situation from time to time. 
These were printed in the official pro- 
ceedings of the board, And to each 
trustee was delivered a copy. 

Of course, the trustees knew what 
could reasonably be expected—and they 
did little to avoid the present situation.

THE PATH OF jUSTICE. 
Two more members of the jury which acquitted 
Small in Waukegan have been given positions. 
They have been placed on the state highway 
patrol force. Some time ago another one was made 
a defuty game warden. The Waukegan newspaper 
editor who conducted the trial outside of the court- 
room for Mr. Small, and whose stuff was sent over 
the state by Mr. Small, was given a really lucrative 

state job, on the Illinois commerce commission. 
Frog time to time we may expect to learn that 
citizens who, as jurors or otherwise, proved their 
faith in your governor have: been selected for 
modest or conspicuous recompense in the state 
service. It is understood that the undoubted skill 
of Mr, La Forgee, attorney for the defense in Wau- 
kegan, has so impressed Mr. Thompson, in our own 
city hall, that this lawyer will appear for the city 
administration in numerous actions, some of them 


defensive. 

“When evidence to complete the case of the state 
in trying Mr. Small was being sought in the records 
of the banks with which he was connected a care- 
less janitor was discovered to have burned pre- 
cisely what the prosecution wanted. Subsequently 
it was possible to prove that the state lost $500,000 
in interest while Small was treasurer without run- 
ning down the trail of that morey into some one’s 


pockets. 
Mr. Small’s efforts since his ac@uittal on the 
charge of embezzlement have been directed to try- 


ing to stop the civil cases against him for recovery 
of the money. He also is rewarding friends who 
stood by him at Waukegan, and is preparing his 
campaign for renomination, as a justification and 
as a means of continuing his program, whatever 
that may be other than what we have seen it to be. 

Here in Chicago, when Mr. Thompson's school 

board fairly forces its way into the grand jury 
room with its acts clamoring for the indictment of 
the controlling members, witnesses are found who 
prefer to go to jail rather than answer questions. 
Three are sent to jail. Again evidence disappears. 
An attempt is made to iniimidate a grand juror by 
setting detectiveg upon him after he had been out- 
spoken in demanding a deeper investigation. A 
woman was set upon him to create a scandal, 
' The Thompson trustees, who had controlled the 
board, are indicted, but they remain as members 
of the board, and we now have a protest from the 
school teachers, in the name of 6,000 of them, that 
they cannot teach honor and civic decency to the 
school children when the government of the schools 
is blackened at the top. 

This stinging indictment of city government 
could hardly be more impressive. School teachers 
are ashamed to face their pupils in the attitude of 
moral preceptors, 

Justice, civic decency, and good qualities of citi- 
zenship are groping through fogs of conspiracy in 
this state and in this city—conspiracy to promote 
and protect the worst rascality any estate has 
known since the days of Tweed. 


THE TWELVE-HOUR DAY. 


Some months ago President Harding received 
the assurances of the leading men {in the steel 
Business in this country that they would examine 
closely into the alleged evils of the twelve hour 
day in use in various branches of the steel indyg- 
try, with the idea of eliminatffig this practice if 
possible. They appointed @ committee. That is 
the last we have heard of that incident. 

Similar investigations have been going on from 
time to time ever since Andrew Carnegie, some 
twenty years ago, declared that the twelve hour 
day Was an unnecessary hardship. None of them 
has gProduced results. Men are still working 
twelve hours a day and seven days a week in the 
steel milis, and leaving themselves only a few 
hours a day for meals, rest, and recreation at 
home, for association with their families, for 
education, and for the duties of good citizenship. 

Out of this situation now comes the report of 
a special committee appointed by the Federated 
American Engineering Societies to investigate the 
practice. It is merely one of Piroberices reports 
which have beengmade on the same subject. But 
the investigation having consumed two years of 
scientific effort, this report, particularly coming 
from such & source, should have some influence 
if anything cam, 4t holds that the twelve hour 
day in the stee] industry is unnecessary to eco- 
nomic production, that it attracts a low grade of 
workers, that i results in inferior quality of pro- 
duction, and in effect that it is bad both for the 
steel business and for society, ,

AMERICA AND A LEAGUE 


OF PEACE. 


An associate justice of the Supreme court, upon 
resigning, coyly denies any intent to run for any 
public office, as for example the Presidency, but 

admits that he is going to dé@vote much of his 
leisure to getting us into the league of nations. 
He declares thatthe lagt was not final on 
the league issue and notes that’ for two years 
now church people, wherever they have met in 
large numbers, have resolved in favor of a league 
of peace, college and school teachers in their con- 


, 


clared a matter of concern to the whole league, and 


‘ventions are constantly doing the same thing, and 


societies of women everywhere have declared in 
favor of such a league.” 

- Undoubtedly this is true: It will constitute an 
important factor in the political pregram-making 


sideration for Republican tacticians. Dogmatic or 
emotional pacifism and theoretica] internationalism 
have a strong following among the people whom 
former Justice Clarke unerringly names, and un- 
questionably they represent a powerful influence. 
Just now intervention in European affairs has 
good-prospect of being able to clothe itself in excep- 
tionally inspiring attire. The adroit and ruthless 
imperialism whith has been at work i@ the near 
east has brought about a crisis which alreagy for 
many nalve observers has the appeal of @ holy war 
against the unspeakable Turk. The cruelties and 
aggressions inflicted upon the latter by his adver- 
saries have not been advertised. An individual who 
for generations has heen skillfully portrayed as an 
unmitigated fiend may be said to have no rights. 
So invasion and oppression may as against him 
wear the shining armor of a crusade, and well 
meaning Americans can seriously demand that 
American youths be sent singing “ Onward, Chris- 
tian Soldiers” to pick in noble innocence imperial 
chestnuts from the fire secret diplomacy has made, 
Meanwhile a “ league of peace” exists. It is 
composed of some eighteen or nineteen sovereign 
nations, among them four of the greatest powers 
on earth, the British empire, possessing the great- 
est navy; France, possessing the greatest army; 
Japan and Italy, each with great armies and navies. 
Each and all of these powers have subscribed to 
the covenant of the league of nations, agreed to 
‘in order to promote international’ coéperation and 
to achieve international peace and security by 
the acceptance of obligations, not to resort to war, 
by the prescription of open, just and honorable 
relations between nations, by the firm establish- 
ment of the understandings of international law 
as the actual rule of conduct among governments, 
and by the maintenance of justice and a scrupulous 
respect for all treaty obligations in the dealings of 
organized peoples with one another.”’ 
By Article 11 of this covenant, “any war or 
threat of war, whether immediately affecting any of 
the members of the league or not, is hereby de- 


the league shall take any action that may be 
deemed wise and effectual] to safeguard the peace 
of nations.” 

What has this league of peace done to fulfill its 
solemn covenant during the months of secret con- 
spiring and military adventure in the territory 
ascribed to the Turks by the treaty of Sevres? 
Where does the plotting and counterplotting of high 


contracting parties in a region notorious as the 
source of wars and massacres leave their own 
solemn covenant “ to promote international codpera- 
tion and to achieve international peace and s@- 
curity? ” 

We know the excuse¢ offered by advocates of the 
league for its contemptible futility while Europe 
day by day, week by week, month by month has 
been thrust nearer and nearer to another interna- 
tional catastrophe. It is that we are not in the 
league. : 

Examine that excuse in the light of common 
sense. Who are making the present crisis? The 
two chief sponsors of this league of peace, And 
a third is standing by and playing its cards not 
for péace but for selfish advantage. Suppose 
America were in the league, what would be its 
role? To tell Great Britain ané France and Italy 
and Greece and Turkey to renounce the deliberate 
purposes and cherished hopes which they have pur- 
sued remorselessly at the peril of general war and 
European collapse; to entangle ourselves in the 
network of imperial designs as old as modern 
Europe; to send American soldiers to die in Asia 
Minor or in Thrace—for what, for which party, for 
which scheme of empire, the British-Greek or the 
French-Turkish? 

The high contracting powers who rule the league 
of peace can have peace and codperation whenever 
they wish it, and without us. America.has not 
made their troubles. They are free agents and in 
their freedom they have acted There are but two 
ways in which America can influence them, by 
compelling them or paying them to keep ‘peace.

One attack confers fair immunity. Only 
1 per cent of those having the disease in 
the first wave have had recurrences. 
Heart disease was moderately stirred 
up by the @isease, but these flareups set- 
tled down to a satisfactory degree and 
before the end of the third year the 
heart symptom situation was back where 
it was prior to 1918, 

The consumption .rate was increased 
slightly immediately after the 1918 epi- 
demic, but this lighting up speedily sub- 
sided and the decrease in consumption 
in Framingham since the great epidemic 
has been as great as it has been in 
other parts of the country. 

In five years the tuberculosis death 
rate of Framingham has decreased 67 
per cent, There was recognized influenza 
present in at least three of the five years. 
This investigation shows further proof 


‘of an antagonism between influenza and 


tuberculosis. Those who had recognized 
tuberculosis had some degree of immu- 
nity to influenza. Twelve per cent of 
the/entire Framingham population had 
influenza. Of those having active tuber- 
culosis, or arrested tuberculosis, only 4 
per cent had.jnfluenza. Of those having 
arrested tuberculosis, only 2 per cent 
had the disease. This ts the more re- 
markable when we remember that both 
ib nee and influenza are diseases 
of’ young ' people. 

In Framingham the consumption rate 
of the people of Irish stock is eight times 
as high as that of people of Italian 
stock. When it came to influenza, it was 
found that the death rate of people of 
Italian stock was four times that of 
Irish stock. The Italian stock death 
rate from influenza was nearly three 
times as high as the expected rate.

STAR WAKE: From data I have 
in hand, I can trace the Chicago 
postoffice from 1831 to the Chi- 
cago fire of '71, as follows:

LEAVE PARSNIPS IN GROUND 

AND SAVE STORAGE SPACE. 

NLIKE sweet potatoes and most 
of the garden crops, parsnips are 
not injured by frost. It is safe 
for the gardener in digging and 

harvesting other vegetables to leave 
parsnips in the ground. 

Instead of being injured by frost, 
the flavor of the parsnip is actually im- 
proved. There are two ways to handle 
this root crop. After the first heavy 
frost or the first light freeze the roots 
may be dug and sold or stored in sand 
in the cellar or in an outdoor. pit. The 
market value is largely destroyed if 
they are cut or broken. The roots are 
| always injured where they are pulled 
or dug up in the ordinary way with 
# spade. The safest and most prac- 
tical way is to dig or plow a trench on 
each side of the row, and throw the dirt 
away from both sides, going as close 
as possible without injuring the roots. 

Since parsnips are improved by freez- 
ing some leave the roots in the ground 
all the winter. They ‘may be dug up 
any time during winter when the 
ground is not frozen too hard,

Only 
the defendants were heard today in 
arguing their demurrers. The state 
will have its chance tomorrow. Judge 
Jones indicated that the case is to be 
submitted on briefs, so that no decision 
is possible until some time next week. 
Assistant Attorneys General Clarence 
Boord and Ashton E. Campbell have 
not disclosed the state’s hand and do 
not. propose to tip it off until argu- 
ments are resumed tomorrow. 

Sherman Speaks for Small. 

Former United States Senator Law- 
rence Y. Sherman headed the all-star 
bill of legal talent that faced Judge 
Jones on behalf of the defendants. For 
two hours Mr. Sherman made an ex- 
haustive plea, based upon the premise 
that the state treasurer is a constitu- 
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tional officer, responsible on his bond 
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only for moneys received by him and 
not subject to any act of the Illinois 
legislature attempting to direct him in 
handling state funds. 

Proceeding under the common law 
view of the office Mr. Sherman main- 
tained that the legislature had no au- 
thority to prescribe ways and means 
of depositing state moneys. 

For Gov. Small Werner W. Schroeder 
attacked the constitutionality of the 
treasurer's act of 1908. His contention 
that the bill has not been passed con- 
stiutionally on the senate record be- 
cause the bill had an emergency clause 
and was passed without printing of the 
amendment was a feature of the argu- 
ment.

“We're actually a jump ahead of 
the thieves now, and going strong,” 
declared the captain.

recovered, while only seven had been 
reported stolen.
